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s  winter  break  draws  near,  teachers  and  students  are  still  floating 
through  the  halls  of  The  University  of  Nevada,  Eeno  waiting  for  the  day 
i  when  the  university  will  look  like  a  ghost  town. 


The  Frandsen  Hall  basement  used  to  be  a  slaughterhouse,  but  now 
houses  the  English  department  professors  and  several  graduate  stu- 
dents. 

Students  once  slept  in  Morrill  Hall  where  a  glimpse  of  a  ghostly 
countenance  was  once  seen.  It  is  now  occupied  by  alumni  relations 
employees. 

As  October  and  Halloween  fade  into  memory,  frightful  ghost  stories 
echo  through  the  halls  of  campus  as  freely  as  the  ghosts  that  allegedly 
roam  the  historical  buildings. 

One  of  the  most  talked  about  haunts  on  campus  is  the  Mackay 
School  of  Mines  building.  A  large  portrait  of  Katherine  Mackay  leans 


against  a  wall  in  the  second  floor  conference 
room.  Katherine  was  the  daughter-in-law  of 
John  Mackay,  one  of  the  men  who  struck  at 
the  Comstock  Lode  in  Virginia  City  She  looms 
over  the  room,  stunning  and  eerie,  but  she 
is  not  alone.  Katherine  shares  the  room  with 
Richard  Larson's  portrait.  Richard  died  at  his 
desk  in  the  conference  room  in  1979,  according 
to  Richard  Dolbier,  the  Keck  Museum  adminis- 
trator. His  cause  of  death  was  not  specifically 
known. 
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Some  say  the  two 
are  responsible  for 
the  unidentifiable 
sounds  and  creaks 
emanating  from 
all  corners  of  the 
building.  But  that  is 
difficult  to  determine. 
It  could  just  be  the 
nearly  100-year-old 
building  itself.  It  was 
built  and  dedicated 
to  John  Mackay  by 
Clarence  Mackay, 
his  son  (Katherine's 
husband)  in  1908. 

"Of  course  people 
think  the  building 
is  haunted, "  says 
Dolbier.  "It's  an  old 
building  and  it  creaks 
and  settles  some- 
times." 

Apart  from  the 
strange  noises,  one 
of  the  mysterious 
legends  revolving 
around  Mackay 
Mines  says  those  in 
the  building  have 
problems  with  their

"One  of  the 
Mackay  men  died  in 
a  war,"  says  student 
ambassador  Amanda 
Kunzi.  "It  is  said 
clocks  in  the  building 
stop  at  the  exact  time 
he  passed  away." 

Kunzi,  along  with 
other  student  am- 
bassadors, conduct 
annual  haunted  tours 
on  campus  in  late 
October. 

Across  the  quad 
from  the  Mackay 
building  is  Morrill 
Hall,  the  oldest  build- 


ing at  TINE,. 

"It  housed  every- 
thing for  a  while: 
dorm  rooms,  classes, 
offices,"  Brian 
Whalen,  assistant 
vice  president  for  fa- 
cilities management, 
emeritus  says.  "For 
the  first  10  years  of 
the  campus'  history, 
it  was  the  only  build- 
ing." 

A  tall,  discreet 
cupboard  on  the  third 
floor  of  Morrill  Hall 
attests  to  just  how 
important  the  build- 
ing is  and  how  long 
it  has  been  around. 
Students'  dated  signa- 
tures line  the  walls  of 
the  cupboard.  Names 
from  the  1890s  to 
the  1980s  all  share 
space  here.  Some  of 
the  signatures  were 
penned  even  before 
the  third  floor  was 
fully  constructed. 

"If  only  walls 


could  talk,  then  they 
would  probably  tell 
what  the  students 
were  doing  up  there 
when  it  wasn't 
opened  yet,"  Whalen 
jokes.  "They  were 
probably  only  looking 
for  a  quiet  place  to 
study." 

Stories  of  ghostly 
experiences  have  also 
been  based  in  Morrill 
Hall,  from  stories  of 
moving  furniture  to 
misty  visages  seen  in 
the  bell  tower  at  the 
top  of  the  building. 
But  Whalen,  like  Dol- 
bier, does  not  believe 
any  buildings  on  cam- 
pus are  haunted. 

"It's  a  romantic 
idea,"  Dolbier  says. 
"People  look  around 
the  campus,  notice 
the  old  buildings  and 
get  themselves  into 
this  mindset." 

Janice  Oberd- 
ing,  a  paranormal 


research  author,  has 
written  several  books 
including  "Haunted 
Nevada. "  She  is  not 
wholly  convinced 
that  the  campus  is 
free  of  ghosts.  But 
she  believes  the 
ever-growing  inter- 
est in  ghost  stories 
and  the  paranormal 
are  rooted  in  curios- 
ity about  history  and 
people. 

"It's  a  way  of 
preserving  his- 
tory," Oberding  says. 
"Through  ghost 
stories,  history  is 
given  a  more  human 
element.  It  makes  it 
more  relatable." 

Real  or  not,  as 
long  as  ghost  stories 
are  shared,  the 
university's  ghosts 
and  rich  past  will 
live  on.  They're  as 
permanent  as  the 
signatures  in  Morrill 
Hall's  cupboard.  °

Paticipants  of  the  Ghost 
Tour,  presented  by  the 
Student  Ambassadors, 
listen  about  Lincoln  Hall 
ghost  stories  on  Oct.  30. 
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If  the  Super  Wal-Mart  on 
Damonte  Ranch  Parkway 
and  the  Super  Wal-Mart  on 
Pyramid  Way  combined  forces 
into  one  huge  iiber  Wal-Mart, 
then  you  might  have 
something  roughly  the  size 
of  the  new  Mathewson-IGT 
Knowledge  Center. 

One  of  the  fundamental  aspects  of  the 
Knowledge  Center  is  the  new  three-story-tall 
automated  storage  retrieval  system  (ASRS). 
Just  the  foundation  for  the  retrieval  room 
required  enough  concrete  to  make  a  sidewalk 
that  would  run  all  the  way  from  the  Nugget  in 
Sparks  to  the  Summit  Sierra  in  South  Reno. 
Only  the  older  and  less-used  books  will  be 
found  in  that  area,  which  holds  four  times  the 
amount  that  traditional  shelving  does.  Thanks 
to  the  retrieval  system,  the  library's  collection 
will  be  able  to  grow  over  the  next  20  years  with- 
out the  need  to  increase  space. 

Steven  Zink,  vice  president  of  information 
technology  and  dean  of  libraries,  says  this  tran- 
sition from  a  book-centered  library  to  a  center 
of  technology  would  have  ultimately  happened. 
"In  coming  years,  most  university  libraries 
will  be  concentrated  in  technology,"  says  Zink. 

The  university  has  been  moving  in  this 
direction  for  the  past  15  years,  the  technology 
found  in  the  new  library  will  let  students  and 
faculty  use  the  different  multimedia  available  in 
the  easiest  and  cheapest  way  possible,  accord- 
ing to  Zink. 

Another  central  feature  of  the  Knowledge 
Center  is  the  SOO-seat  atrium  and  stage,  which 
is  expected  to  be  a  hub  of  social  activity.  From 
the  floor  to  the  ceiling  it  will  be  the  same  height 
as  the  main  castle  at  Disneyland  (77  feet),  with 
multiple  balconies,  a  grand  staircase  and  plenty 
of  oversized  windows  to  allow  natural  light 
(Goths  and  vamps  beware). 

The  Knowledge  Center  is  scheduled  to  open 
Fall  2008  and  will  most  likely  please  many 
types  of  students.  The  artsy  students  will  enjoy 
the  gallery  or  sculpture  garden.  The  culturally 
inclined  may  visit  the  auditorium  for  a  lecture. 
Computer  geeks  might  take  advantage  of  the 
enhanced  wireless  Internet  connection  (so  new 
it  hasn't  even  been  standardized  yet)  and  schol- 
ars can  make  the  most  of  the  numerous  study 
areas  and  reading  rooms.  °

The  top  serves  as  an  interac- 
tive map  and  notepad  and  the  bottom  serves  as 
a  control  panel. 

Taking  notes,  drawing  symbols,  marking 
locations  and  even  doing  your  own  cartogra- 
phy are  critical  in  Link's  quest  to  save  Tetra. 
The  touchpad  is  also  used  to  control  Link's 


movements,  sword  attacks  and  to  navigate 
Linebeck's  ship. 

Special  weapons,  such  as  the  boomerang, 
can  be  controlled  by  charting  a  path  for  it  to  fol- 
low. Some  game  elements  require  the  player  to 
speak  loudly  or  blow  into  the  DS'  microphone, 
such  as  when  trying  to  attract  certain  char- 
acters'  attention  or  when  blowing  out  flames. 
Other  instances,  such  as  transferring  loca- 
tions from  map  to  map  involve  closing  the  DS 
and  opening  it  again  so  that  the  images  on  the 
two  screens  are  flush  with  each  another  and 
"stamp." 

A  new  item  called  the  Phantom  Hourglass 
allows  Link  to  venture  into  hazardous  locations 
that  normally  drain  life  away.  The  Phantom 
Hourglass  protects  Link  in  these  areas,  but 
only  for  a  limited  amount  of  time.  Throughout 
the  game,  the  player  is  able  to  upgrade  the  time 
limit  on  the  hourglass  when  dungeons  are  beat 
and  upgrades  are  discovered.  The  mysterious 
nature  of  the  Phantom  Hourglass  is  gradually 
revealed,  and  its  secrets  are  not  known  until 
later  in  the  game. 

The  game  also  offers  multiplayer  game  play, 
using  both  the  Nintendo  Wi-Fi  Connection  and 
the  DS'  native  transfer  ability.  The  multiplayer 
game  focuses  on  an  aspect  of  the  main  adven- 
ture: sneaking  in  catacombs  to  carry  items 
called  Force  Gems  past  marauding  sentinels 
known  as  Phantoms  to  their  respective  home 
bases  before  time  runs  out.  While  not  as  strong 
as  the  main  adventure  mode,  the  multiplayer 
aspect  adds  another  level  of  functionality  to  an 
already  entertaining  game. 

Overall,  the  control  system  of  the  Nintendo 
DS  adds  new  life  to  the  dungeon  rubric  that  Zel- 
da games  typically  offer.  With  plenty  of  puzzles 
to  solve,  weapons  to  acquire  and  side-quests 
to  complete  The  Legend  of  Zelda:  The  Phantom 
Hourglass  holds  up  to  the  high  standards  set 
by  The  Legend  of  Zelda  franchise,  and  will  no 
doubt  keep  players  entertained  for  countless 
hours,  o

-  oil  used  to  be  all  right.  What  happened?  etc.  etc.  In  the  final  paragraphs 
of  his  career-defining  analysis  of  Astral  Weeks,  a  folk-rock  album  released 
m    by  Van  Morrison,  Lester  Bangs  briefly  contrasts  the  eternal  moan  of  that 
record  with  the  pop  reflections  of  the  late  '60s  isolationist  American  mentality. 


When  he  wrote  it,  it  spawned  the  kind  of  thinking  "You've  Got  to  Make 
it  Through  This  World  On  Your  Own"  It  has  long  since  burned  off  in  the 
ashtray  in  favor  of  a  brand  of  decadence.  He  was  onto  something,  though. 

From  Bangs'  account,  making  it  through  the  world  on  your  own  was 
the  scariest  idea  ever  The  musical  world  he  felt  safest  in  was,  like  Astral 
Weeks,  one  where  isolation  was  an  existing  state  we  often  felt  uncomfort- 
ably close  to. 

Bangs  didn't  live  long  enough  to  hear  the  mediocre  U2-Pixies-mashup 
that  was  Radiohead's  debut,  Pablo  Honey,  and  part  of  me  is  glad  he 
hadn't.  Like  any  self-respecting  music  journalist  at  the  time,  he  would 
have  called  it  shit  and  moved  on  to  bigger  and  noisier  things.  Given 
his  propensity  to  be  both  steadfast  and  an  asshole,  he  might  have  been 
equally  dismissive  of  both  or  Radiohead's  later  albums  The  Bends  and 
OK  Computer,  even  if  they  ended  up  being  some  of  the  best  records  of  the 
1990s. 

I  imagine,  though,  he  would 've  found  something  to  deeply  love  in 
Radiohead's  Kid  A  and  Amnesiac. 

I  say  because  they  immediately  jarred  with  fans  and  critics  due  to  fear 
of  electronic  bleeps  and  bloops  taking  the  place  of  safe,  comfortable  rock. 
I  believe  this  because  both  records  did  not  merely  examine  isolation,  but 
fully  submerged  themselves  in  it  spending  the  remainder  of  their  run- 


ning times  wondering  what  they  had  ultimately 
wrought.  It's  no  coincidence  that  one  of  Kid  A's 

song  titles  sug- 
gests that  the  son, 
therein  will  tell  us 
"How  to  Disappear 
radiohe_ad  Completely  and 

in  rainbows/  Never  Be  Found." 

It's  also  no 
IN/RAINBOWS  coincidence  that 

ENTER  there  aren't  any 

instructions. 
Instead,  there's 
just  a  plaintive, 
desperate  voice 
intoning,  mantra-like,  "I'm  not  here,  this  isn't 
happening. " 

The  thing  is,  the  thing  he  doesn't  want  to  re- 
alize in  the  slightest:  he's  here.  He  always  was. 
He  will  be  for  a  very  long  time. 
And  this  is  really  happening. 
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Radiohead  released 
In  Rainbows  on 
October  10th,  2007. 
The  heavens  parted 
and  thousands  upon 
thousands  of  fanboys 
and  bloggers  wrote 
brief  novels  on  the 
set-your-own-price 
download,  as  well  as 
the  $80  self-released 
discbox.  Personally, 
I  was  there  at  2  a.m. 
when  the  email  came 
through,  alerting  me 
I  could  listen  to  the 
new  record  in  pure 
unadulterated  mp3 
glory.  Having  enough 
vodka  in  my  system 
to  turn  my  stomach 


acid  to  glitter,  I  was 
very  well  prepared 
to  have  some  sort  of 
spiritual  awakening 
upon  the  completion 
of  my  first  listen. 

The  previous 
album,  2003 's  Hail 
to  the  Thief  was  an 
outward-looking 
oddity  in  Radiohead' s 
catalogue.  It  was 
disappointing  that  the 
band  up  to  that  point 
was  consistently  mov- 
ing and  evolving,  and 
Hail  suggested  a  sud- 
den loss  of  the  plot. 

Anyway,  that 
spiritual  awakening 
I  was  prepared  for?  I 


wasn  t  prepared  for  a 
goddamn  thing. 

My  entire  system 
was  in  arrest  upon 
hearing  the  tiny 
compressed  explo- 
sions that  by  mere 
coincidence  happen 
to  resemble  drum 
beats  in  the  first  few 
seconds  of  "15  Step." 
The  guitar  lines  of 
"Weird  Fishes/Ar- 
peggi"  circled  me  like 
thirsty  vultures. 

I  wasn't  there. 

This  wasn't 
happening. 

They  did  it  again. 

Deep,  unintelligible 
analysis  aside,  musi- 


the  true  follow  up  to 
the  Kid  A/Amnesiac 
duo,  for  not  only  is 
it  a  thousand  times 
more  adventurous 
than  Hail  but  it  feels 
like  these  songs 
separated  would  not 
nearly  be  as  satisfy- 
ing as  they  are  when 
shoved  together  in  an 
ilunes  playlist. 

But  you  don't 
need  me  to  tell  you 
that.  Rolling  Stone 
gave  this  album  four 
and  a  half  stars  for 
chrissakes,  and  they 


onetl 
recently  for  anything 
other  than  Blink- 182 
albums.  Fan  response 
is  generally  just  as 
enthusiastic,  to  the 
point  where  some  are 
considering  it  the  best 
work  of  their  career. 
Which  may  be  true. 

But  there  are 
things  going  on 
in  this  album  that 
deserve  more  than 
a  number  grade  and 
a  few  paragraphs  of 
purple  prose. 

If  Kid  A  and  Am- 
nesiac are  all  about 
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cold,  uncomfortable 
isolation,  then,  as 
most  of  the  music 
publications  have  also 
highlighted,  there  is 
a  decidedly  warmer 
bent  to  In  Bainbows' 
abstract  rock.  It's  not 
only  evidenced  in  the 
tones  of  the  music, 
which  are  more 
organic  than  the  for- 
mer albums  but  not 
nearly  as  traditional 
as  those  on  Hail,  but 
lyrically  there  are 
edges  of  light  even  in 
this  album's  deepest 
darkness. 

I  assure  you,  right 
this  second  there 
are  biblical  texts 
being  written  about 
each  of  the  album's 
ten  tracks  and  their 
ultimate  significance, 
but  this  is  neither 
the  time  nor  place,  so 
we're  going  to  focus 
on  one:  "Jigsaw  Fall- 
ing into  Place." 

The  previous  track, 
"House  of  Cards,"  was 
a  come-on,  which  is 
not  exactly  oft-tread 
lyrical  ground  for 
Eadiohead.  Thorn 
Yorke  usually  has  no 
business  suggestively

moaning,  "I  don't 
wanna  be  your  friend, 
I  just  wanna  be  your 
lover."  The  chords 
were  stuttering  and 
lush,  recalling  dub 
reggae  in  between 
Yorke 's  desire  to 
lose  oneself  inside  of 
another.  But  that's 
over  now. 

Several  acoustic 
guitar  notes  appear  in 
the  distance.  Hon- 
estly, it's  the  best  use 
of  acoustic  I've  heard 
since  "Go  to  Sleep" 
on  Hail.  But  whereas 
that  was  a  bluesy-folk 
stomp,  there  is  some- 
thing funkier  going 
on  in  here.  Something 
very  funky  and  very 


paranoid. 

A  good  deal  of  the 
songs  on  In  Rain- 
bows deal  with  being 
controlled  by  a  force, 
sometimes  abstract, 
sometimes  concrete. 
In  "Bodysnatchers," 
our  narrator  feels  as 
though  he  is  being 
puppeted  around  by 
unseen  hands.  In  "All 
I  Need"  he  is  simply 
controlled  by  insatia- 
ble desire  for  another 
human  being  who 
probably  does  not 
recognize  or  return 
said  desire  ("I  am  all 
the  days  you  choose 
to  ignore"). 

This  is  resolved 
in  "Jigsaw. "  It  starts 
where  the  seduction 
of  "House  of  Cards" 
left  off,  though  it 
seems  it  wasn't 
consummated,  as 
evidenced  by  Yorke 
singing,  "Just  as  you 
take  my  hand,  just  as 
you  write  my  number 
down."  But  there's 
clearly  something 
more  important  hap- 
pening here. 

The  protagonist 
and  his  new  friend 
proceed  to  get  plas- 


tered until  the  "walls 
abandon  shape,"  and 
perhaps  our  hero  is 


still  looking  to  fulfill 
the  promises  made 
in  "House  of  Cards," 
but  then  something 
beautiful  happens. 

If  this  album 
represents  varying  de- 
grees of  allowing  your 
life  to  be  controlled  by 
others,  which  is  the 
logical  extension  of 
the  extreme  isolation 
documented  on  Kid  A 
and  Amnesiac,  then 
at  this  point,  when 
our  hero  admits,  "I 
never  really  got  there, 
I  just  pretended  that  I 
had,"  what  "there"  is 
isn't  readily  appar- 
ent, but  it's  a  candid 
self-truth,  which  is 
not  often  volunteered 
from  people  who  are 
mostly  content  to 
follow  orders. 

And  now  he's 
talking  to  her.  "Before 
you  run  away  from 
me,  before  you're  lost 
between  the  notes... 
the  jigsaw's  falling 
into  place."  Every- 
thing that  was  impos- 
sible to  order  in  his 
head  is  being  ordered, 


just  in  this  basic  hu- 
man interaction  that 
doesn't  involve  exer- 


tion of  one  party  over 
another.  And  the  song 
erupts  in  joyous  rev- 
elation: "You've  got  a 
light  you  can  feel  it  on 
your  back. " 

This  doesn't  last, 
because  it's  a  Ea- 
diohead album  and 
there's  got  to  be  a 
lingering  sense  of 
failure  at  every  bright 
corner,  and  "Video- 
tape" indicates  as 
much  on  the  part  of 
the  protagonist. 

But  in  this  brief 
moment  and  in  other 
isolated  sections  of 
the  record  it  embod- 
ies everything  Bangs 
loved  about  Astral 
Weeks.  Even  though 
it  can  both  reflect  and 
comfort  your  unseem- 
liest  side,  it  can  also, 
however  briefly,  light 
the  way  out.  This  is 
why  In  Bainbows  is  a 
triumph.  Because,  in 
more  or  less  words,  it 
outright  tells  you: 

You  are  here. 

This  is  happening. 

And  that's  all

n  September  30,  2007,  in  a  matter  of 
seconds  every  music  publication  and  blog 
'  that  no  one  reads  were  stunned  at  the 
announcement  of  not  only  a  "new  Radiohead 
album,"  a  phrase  which,  holds  messianic 
qualities  to  many  music  geeks,  but  its  method  of 
release  -  download  only.  And  you  could 
purchase  it  for  whatever  price  you,  the 
consumer,  desired,  whether  it  be  $100  or  $0. 

Many  cried  "revolutionary,"  peeling  back  the  imagined  layers  until  the 
new  album,  In  Bainbows.  was  less  of  a  "release"  and  more  of  a  "state- 
ment" sounding  the  death  bell  of  huge  record  companies  and  the  rise  of 
independent  venues  for  music  distribution. 

Never  underestimate  the  blogosphere  in  their  ability  to  turn  some- 
thing innocuous  into  a  revolution.  Johnny  Greenwood,  Eadiohead  guitar- 
ist, said  in  a  Pitchfork  interview,  "People  are  making  a  big  thing  about  it 
being  against  the  industry  or  trying  to  change  things  for  people  but  it's 
really  not  what  motivated  us  to  do  it.  It's  more  about  feeling  like  it  was 
right  for  us  and  feeling  bored  of  what  we  were  doing  before. " 

Not  exactly  sticking  it  to  the  establishment,  is  it? 

Eegardless  of  their  intent,  other  artists  have  jumped  on  the  Radio- 
head's  imagined  bandwagon,  most  notable  among  these  being  Mr.  Nine 
Inch  Nails,  Trent  Reznor,  whose  entire  career,  it  could  be  said,  is  based 
on  taking  the  work  of  other  artists  and  filling  it  with  his  own  vitriol. 
In  a  statement  issued  on  the  Nine  Inch  Nails  website,  Reznor  said,  "I 
have  been  under  recording  contracts  for  18  years  and  have  watched  the 
business  radically  mutate  from  one  thing  to  something  inherently  very 
different  and  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  finally  have  a  direct 
relationship  with  the  audience  as  I  see  fit  and  appropriate." 

Weeks  later,  Reznor  and  poet/musician  Saul  Williams  released  a  col- 
laborative effort  entitled  The  Inevitable  Rise  and  Liberation  of  NiggyTar- 
dust!  available  in  both  "free"  and  "$5.00"  versions,  the  former  contain- 
ing the  album  in  192  kbps  MP3s,  the  latter  giving  the  user  the  option  of 
downloading  the  album  in  320  kbps  and  FLAC  lossless  audio,  which  is  a 
technical  way  of  saying  "CD-quality,  but  the  files  are  goddamn  huge." 

Of  course,  Radiohead  and  Saul  aren't  the  first.  Circa-2000  the  Smash- 
ing Pumpkins  released  Machina  II.  an  internet-only  b-sides  collection 
that  was  meant  to  be  their  own  funeral  song  before  Billy  Corgan  got  tired 
of  not  selling  records  and  dug  up  the  corpse.  The  appropriately  named 
ska-punk  band  Bomb  the  Music  Industry!  have  been  releasing  full-lengths 
for  free  on  their  website  since  2005.  It's  difficult  to  make  any  claims  at 
the  moment,  as  the  relative  successes  of  NiggvTardust  and  In  Rainbows 
are  almost  impossible  to  gauge,  but  the  fact  that  more  and  more  artists 
seem  to  be  attaching  themselves  to  this  method  of  distribution  suggests 
that  a  vast  and  possibly  revolutionary  change  is  gonna  come. 

Greenwood  later  states  in  the  Pitchfork  interview  that  the  purpose  of 
the  choose-your-own-price  idea  was  to  "make  people  pause  for  even  a  few 
seconds  and  think  about  what  music  is  worth  now." 

Which  is  worthwhile  to  think  about.  In  an  age  were  people  can 
download  entire  discographies  of  artists  in  mere  minutes  without  parting 
with  a  dime,  can  you  still  put  a  price  on  art?  °
